Henry of Navarre is not himself. Clifford is. 
Therefore Navarre has been declared. Belmar 
was disposed of by his race in the Gotham 
Handicap, May 23. He came out of it in bad 
shape and has also been declared. Dr Rice has 
been stricken out “because of western engage- 
ments.” Handspring is a very doubtful starter. 
He isn't at all likely to go and Simms has been 
engaged to ride St Maxim. 

Lazzarone is under suspicion. So is Saragossa, 
though the Canadians are prone to cunning and 
the book is full on the outsider who has a good 
chance if he should be good and start. Dorian’s 
racing lets him out. So does Counter Tenor's. 
He was always an acrobat, though. Belmar 
was so much outrun by Clifford and Navarre by 
Keenan and St. Maxim— the weights relative to 
the Brooklyn favoring the grey — in the Gotham 
that he was disposed of before declaration. The 
Commoner is doing well. He is in the handicap 
well too. If he goes East— as is possible— he'll 
have a good chance. Will Wallace has always 
thought he had. Handspring is not a probable 
starter. He’s a great colt. But he is three 
years old. The Brooklyn’s history is almost a 
bar to the division. I don’t think him a factor. 
St Maxim is. He’s the horse Clifford must beat. 
He has started thrice this spring, beating 
Keenan, 126, to his 117, in the Gotham and Dor- 
ian, 117, third to his 118, with Volley between 
them in a handicap. May 11, his first start at 
Morris Park, Counter Tenor, 115, beat St. 
Maxim, 107, for the Metropolitan by a head. 
Their Brooklyn weights, 115 and 108, in favor of 
St. Maxim, are a pound against St. Maxim as to 
the Metropolitan — nine furlongs. But St. Max- 
im would have won the Metropolitan in three 
more strides. The Brooklyn route is a furlong 
longer and he has gone on and Counter Tenor 
receded in form. Weight and condition cut 
more figure than class in the Brooklyn. It’s 
history displayed below gives a hint in that
